GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS AND REGULATIONS IN RELATION 
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AND ASSAY OFFICES OF THE UNITED STATES. 
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Treasurt Department, 
Office of the Director of the Mint, 

Washington^ Z>. (7., December 20^ 1907. 

Art. 1. — Receipt of bullion. 

Sec. 1. All bullion deposited or purchased at any of the mints 
or assay oiBces of the United States shall be weighed in the presence 
of the depositor or his agent, and the weight shall be verified by the 
registrar of deposits, when such office exists, and by some official or 
competent employee where there is no registrar. 

If the bullion deposited is found to be of less value than $100, it 
may be legally refused. If, upon report of the assayer, it is found 
to be unsuitable for the operations of the mint, it shall be refused. 

The weigh clerk and registrar shall enter in their respective books 
the name of the depositor, the number and date of each deposit, kind 
of bullion, weight before melting, and, if practicable, the State, 
county, and mine, or country whence derived ; if the bullion consists 
of stamped bars, the name of the refinery, smelting works, or assay 
office where manufactured ; and if of foreign coin, the country where 
issued shall be stated, together with the character or denomination. 
When composed of foreign coin so mixed as not to admit of classi- 
fication with reasonable labor or diligence, the deposit may be en- 
tered as ''mixed foreign coin," with the nearest practicable descrip- 
tion. And if for any reason the bullion may not be taken direct 
p^ to the melter, and should first be put in the vault, then before going 

zii to the melter it shall again be weighed in the presence of some one 

^ representing the melting department. 

(K Sec. 2. In receiving and weighing deposits, fractions of one-hun- 

^ dredth of an ounce (0.01 ounce) for gold and five-hundredths of an 

jounce (0.05 ounce) for silver shall be disregarded and inure to the 

^ benefit of the melter and refiner's accounts. 

% Parcels may be weighed separately, according to the wishes of the 

s? depositor, but separate assays of different parcels belonging to the 

1 3 
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same depositor shall not be made unless subject to the usual melting 
charge for each parcel and made separate deposit. 

Sec. 3. The bullion deposited shall be received as gold or silver 
bullion and entered in the gold or silver weigh book according as the 
fineness of the gold or of the silver fixes the character of the bullion. 

Sec. 4. If its designation can not be ascertained from appearance, 
a preliminary assay shall be made. A temporary receipt shall be 
given the depositor pending the determination of the bullion, which 
receipt shall be surrendered upon issuance by the weigh clerk of a 
regular receipt or return of the bullion to the depositor. 

Sec. 5, Fragmental deposits shall be placed in self-locking iron 
pans. These pans and deposits of large bars shall be placed in a 
strong locked box when conveyed to the deposit melting room, and 
after being melted shall be returned to the weigh room in the same 
manner. Proper precautions shall be adopted by the chief officer to 
insure the safety of the bullion while being carried from the weigh 
room to the deposit melting room and while being melted and re- 
turned to the weigh room to be reweighed. The reweighing shall 
be made by the persons before mentioned, and carefully recorded in 
the books of the registrar and weigh clerk. 

In order further to insure the safety of the bullion in the weigh 
room and deposit melting room, all persons not authorized therein 
shall be excluded therefrom, and the transfer between the two rooms 
of the locked pans containing the bullion shall be intrusted only to 
employees designated for that purpose by the superintendent. 

Sec. 6. The registrar of deposits shall enter in his register the loss 
in melting. This book shall be submitted daily to the melter and 
refiner, who shall carefully examine and note in the same whether 
the differences in the weights of deposits before and after melting 
are usual and fairly result from the nature of the deposit in each 
case. The book shall then be submitted to the chief officer for exam- 
ination and approval. 

Deductions from deposits shall only be made in extreme cases of 
bars carrying base metals, where, after melting, they show surface 
adhesions of foreign substances that can not be removed by hammer- 
ing, brushing, or other methods of cleaning. Deductions must not be 
made for iridium or platinum. 

The weights before and after melting and the deductions, if any, 
allowed the melter and refiner, as well as the weight allowed the 
depositor, shall be recorded in troy ounces and hundredths of an 
ounce. 

Sec. 7. A book must be kept by the supervisor of deposit melting, 
or by the weigh clerk when there is no such officer, in which columns 
are arranged for the entry of each class of deposits, to wit, bars, 
dust, retort, miscellaneous, and the percentage of loss in melting shall 
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be carried to the proper column for each deposit, and at the close 
of the day's work these columns should be footed up so that the 
average loss may be ascertained for each class of deposits. This 
book must be submitted to the chief officer daily. Monthly and 
yearly averages shall also be entered in this book. 

Sec. 8. The sweepings of the weigh room and the deposit melting 
room, and the residual granules and fluxes shall be kept and be 
accounted for by the superintendent, quarterly, by depositing the 
proceeds in the Treasury of the United States or depository bank as 
a miscellaneous receipt. 

Sec. 9. The superintendent shall have. supervision and authority 
over the deposit melting room; and the weight after melting and 
after such deduction as may be proper, if any, shall be that with 
which the depositor shall be credited and the melter and refiner 
charged by the superintendent. The superintendent is empowered to 
call upon the assayer, before and during the operations of melting, to 
make such examinations as necessary to determine the quality of the 
gold and silver, and the character and approximate quantities of for- 
eign substances contained in the deposit and the deductions which 
should be allowed the melter and refiner on account thereof. 

Sec. 10. For the weight before melting the superintendent shall 
give a receipt, which shall be surrendered by the depositor when he 
calls for payment. If the depositor transfer his " mint receipt," he 
shall indorse it before doing so. The indorsement on the mint re- 
ceipt shall be legally and technically correct. 

In case the depositor should lose his receipt for bullion deposited it 
will be necessary for him, before payment can be made, to give 
notice of the loss of said receipt by advertising it once a week for 
two weeks in some newspaper in the city in which the institution 
where the deposit was made is located, and then to give a bond of 
indemnity in double the value of the deposit. 

Sec. 11. As soon as the weight after melting, and after deduction 
where allowed (as provided by sec. 6, this article) is ascertained, the 
date of the deposit, name of the depositor, description of bullion, and 
the weight after melting and deduction shall be transcribed upon a 
blank called the assayer's report. This form shall be delivered to 
the assayer who will take at least two samples in sufficient portion 
for assay from each deposit of bullion. 

Sec. 12. -The assayer shall insert in the report the fineness of the 
gold or silver contained in the deposit. If the base is ascertained to 
be copper suitable for standard metal, he shall so state in his report 
He shall also insert in his report the charges to which the deposit is 
subject. He shall return the report to the superintendent. 

Sec. 13. From the weight of the bullion after melting and deduc- 
tion, and the report of the assayer as to fineness, the value of the 
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deposit and the amount of charges shall be computed. A detailed 
memorandum thereof shall be given to the depositor. 

A certificate of the net value of the deposit, specifying the amount 
and mode of payment, shall be made out and signed by the super- 
intendent. 

The correctness of the certificate shall be verified by the assayer, 
who shall countersign the same, and the necessary computations for 
.verification shall be made in his office or by a clerk under his control. 

Sec. 14. The fineness reported by the assayer and the weight at 
standard fineness of the gold and silver contained in the deposit shaU 
be entered by the weigh clerk and registrar of deposits in their re- 
spective books and furnished to the meJter and refiner. 

The melter and refiner shall weigh each deposit separately, and, in 
order that discrepancies may be corrected, shall ascertain whether, 
including the bullion delivered to the assayer, the amount of gold and 
silver contained in each deposit agrees with the amount of each 
charged to him by the superintendent. 

Sec. 15. In every case of melting the depositor shall have the 
benefit of the granules in the flux, which in each case shall be sepa- 
rately ground and washed, and also the benefit of the scrapings of 
the crucible in which the deposit was melted. 

Sec. 16. When the depositor presents his mint receipt he shall sign 
the receipt attached to the certificate of payment and the duplicate in 
the register of warrants. The coin or bars shall then be paid to him, 
and he will retain the memorandum. 

Sec. 17. No person employed in the institution in which the de- 
posit is made shall act as agent for the depositor. 

Sec. 18. Deposits of bullion by registered mail shall be receipted 
for by the superintendent or assayer in charge, and such receipt shall 
be in lieu of the depositor's usual " mint receipt," which shall be 
issued in the name of the superintendent or assayer in charge, and 
the certification of payment shall also be in his name. The superin- 
tendent or assayer in charge shall certify on the certificate of pay- 
ment that the check in payment, giving the number, was drawn in 
favor of the depositor. * ^ 

In paying for deposits so received the check (when payment is 
made by check) shall be drawn to the order of the depositor, or in 
favor of such person or agent as may be designated in writing by the 
depositor at the time the deposit is made; and when paid in cash 
the cash shall be transmitted to the depositor by express or registered 
mail, when so requested, at the risk and expense of the depositor. 

Sec. 19. All orders for payment of deposits to persons other than 
the depositor shall be duly authenticated by the superintendent or 
assayer in charge, and, together with all mail and express receipts, 
which shall be specific, shall be retained as vouchers for the 
transactions. 
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Sec. 20. In no case shall a check in payment of a deposit he drawn 
in favor of the superintendent or assayer in charge or any officer or 
person employed in the institution where the deposit is m^xde. 

Note. — ^The coinage laws presume that transactions with depos- 
itors are in person. Yet, as a matter of convenience to the public, in 
cases where extraordinary objections do not arise, officers in charge 
are authorized to exercise discretion in the matter of receipt of de- 
posits at second hand, by express or. mail, under such precautions as 
are above prescribed and such further precautions as may be appli- 
cable to individual cases. 

In doubtful cases officers in charge should decline to receive de- 
posits except directly. 

Art. 2. — Reporting on "bullion. 

Sec. 1. All deposits of gold or silver at the mints and assay offices 
of the United States, except the classes of deposits enumerated in 
the following section, shall be reported by the assayer to the half- 
thousandth. 

Sec. 2. Deposits of fine gold bars, of United States or foreign gold 
coin, and of gold bars bearing the stamp of a United States mint or 
assay office (except unparted bars), and all gold deposits of standard 
fineness or over, not requiring parting or refining, shall be reported 
to the quarter-thousandth. Fine gold bars and gold bars of stand- 
ard fineness and upward, resulting from the operations of the melter 
and refiner, shall also be reported to one-tenth of one-thousandth. 

Sec. 3. In case the melter and refiner at any of the coinage mints 
or the assay office at New York has grounds for questioning the 
fineness of any deposit as reported by the assayer, he shall report 
the circumstance to the superintendent, who shall order a reassay 
of the deposit and prescribe. precautions for verification. 

Art. 3. — Advances on partial payments on deposits. 

Sec. 1. In case of deposits, the fineness of which may be readily 
determined approximately by inspection, payment may, at the dis- 
cretion of the superintendents of the coinage mints and the assay 
office at New York, be made within 10 per cent of their value, or 
within 2 per cent when already closely determined by assay and 
awaiting remelting or reassay for exact determination: Provided^ 
No partial payment shall be made on a deposit containing less than 
$5,000 in gold or 5,000 ounces of silver. 

Art. 4. — Charges on deposits of bullion. 

Section 3524, Revised Statutes of the United States, provides that 
the charges for the various operations on bullion deposited and for 
the preparation of bars shall be fixed from time to time by the Di- 
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rector of the Mint, with the concurrence of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, so as to equal, but not exceed, in their judgment, the actual 
average cost to each mint and assay office of the material, labor, 
waigtage, and use of machinery employed. 

The schedule of charges on deposits at the coinage mints and the 
assay offices will be issued in separate form from time to time as 
conditions may require. 

ASSAYING SAMPLES OP BULLION AND ORES. 

Sec. 1. Samples of bullion will be assayed at all mints and assay 
offices of the United States at charges as may be fixed from time to 
time for each institution. 

Sec. 2. Assays of ores will be made at the assay offices at Char- 
lotte, N. C, St. Louis, Mo., Deadwood, S. Dak., and the mint at 
Carson, Niev., at a charge of $3 for each assay. 

DEPOSITS OF UNITED STATES COIN. 

• Sec. 3. United States gold coin of legal weight shall not be received 
from depositors except in sums of not less than $5,000 in exchange 
for gold bars. 

Sec. 4. Deposits of uncurrent or mutilated gold and silver coins of 
the United States shall be received and paid for as standard metal 
by the cashier, without previous melt or assay, except when it may be 
necessary to establish the amount of foreign substance present that 
can not otherwise be determined. Such melt and assay shall be made 
upon request of cashier. 

Sec. 5. Mutilated or otherwise uncurrent United States gold coins, 
of any denomination, will be received at any of the mints or assay 
offices of the United States, and the value of the fine gold contained 
will be paid to the depositor at the rate of $20.67+ per ounce fine, 
or $18.60+ per ounce standard (0.900 fine). 

Sec. 6. Returns for mutilated coins will be made by check payable 
to the order of the depositor, unless remittances by express or regis- 
tered mail are preferred. In either case the payments will be at the 
depositor's expense and risk. 

Sec. 7. The superintendents of the mints at Philadelphia, San 
Francisco, New Orleans, and Denver will purchase, when presented 
in sums of $3 and upward, mutilated and uncurrent United States 
silver coin at the price fixed by the Director of the Mint for silver 
contained in gold deposits. 

Sec. 8. At the end of each month the superintendent shall deposit 
the coin so received — ^gold and silver separately — in his own name, 
and if the assayer finds that the fineness of the deposit is within the 
limit of legal deviation from fineness of United States coins, he shall 
certify that the deposit is standard metal. 
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Sec. 9. Any gain shall, at the close of the fiscal year, be accounted 
for in the same manner as the superintendent's sweeps, as a miscel- 
laneous receipt. 

Art. 5. — Regulations applicable to the rmnt at Carson^ Nev.^ and the 
assay offices at Helena^ Boise^ St. Louis^ Charlotte^ Seattle^ and 
Deadwood, 

Note. — The operations of these institutions are confined by law to 
the receipt, melting, assaying, and stamping of bullion, and re- 
turning to depositors the identical bullion in unparted bars, or, in the 
case of gold bullion, the value in coin or unparted bars, as may be 
preferred by the depositor. 

Sec. 1. Regulations contained in articles Nos. 1 and 2, relative to 
the receipt of and reporting on bullion, shall be observed at the fore- 
going offices. 

Sec. 2. All bullion, except United States mint or assay office bars, 
deposited at these institutions shall be delivered by the assayer to the 
melter, who shall receipt for the same, specifying in such receipt and 
entering in his books the weight of each deposit before melting. After 
melting such bullion, the melter shall note in his books the weight 
and the number of the bar cast, and deliver the bar to the assayer, 
taking a receipt therefor. The assayer shall then assay the bar and 
stamp it with the weight and fineness of the gold and silver. This 
shall be entered in the books. 

Sec. 3. The melter shall keep, and submit weekly to the assayer 
for inspection, a register of deposits (similar to the register of depos- 
its required to be kept at the mints). The assayer shall carefully 
examine this register, noting whether the differences in weight before 
and after melting are usual and fairly result from the nature of the 
deposit in each case. 

Sec. 4. Bullion containing less than 200 parts of gold and silver 
shall not be received for payment of its value in coin. 

Sec. 5. The charge for melting, refining by fluxes, assaying, and 
stamping deposits for unparted bars shall be one-eighth of 1 per cent 
of the gross value of the bullion. When the value of the deposit is 
less than $100, the charge shall be imposed as of the value of $100. 
But where more than one melt is necessary, or extra materials are re- 
quired to remove base metals contained in the deposit so as to render 
the bullion homogeneous and suitable for assay, an extra charge to 
cover such additional expense shall be made in the manner provided 
in section 1, article 6. 

Sec. 6. Upon gold bullion deposited for payment in coin, in addi- 
tion to the assay office charge for melting, assaying, and stamping, 
the same charges shall be imposed on such bullion as would be im- 
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posed at the mints. (See schedule of charges issued separately from 
the Bules and Regulations.) 

Sec. 7. Unrefined gold bullion deposited at the mint at Carson, 
Nev., and the assay office at Seattle, Wash., will be shipped by express 
to the mint of the United States at San Francisco, Cal., for conver- 
sion into coin; unrefined bullion deposited at the assay offices at 
Helena, Boise, Deadwood, St. Louis, and Charlotte will be shipped to 
the mint of the United States at Philadelphia, the charges for trans- 
portation to be paid by the Government from the appropriation for 
" Freight on bullion and coin between mints and assay offices." An 
invoice giving full description of weight and fineness, with mint 
charges collected, must accompany each shipment, a copy being sent 
to the Bureau of the Mint and another copy must accompany the 
quarterly accounts. 

Sec. 8. The residual fluxes, deposit melting-room grains, and 
weigh-room sweepings shall be accounted for and reported in the 
same manner as is provided in section 8, article 1, and section 6, 
article 11, of these Rules and Regulations. 

Sec. 9. The assayer in charge will see that all reports of assays 
shall be checked up and examined by some one other than the person 
who makes the report before being finally accepted. 

Sec. 10. In all matters not specially provided for in this article the 
assayers in charge will be governed, as near as practicable, by the 
instructions laid down for the larger assay office;^ and mints, particu- 
lar attention to which is hereby directed. 

MODE OF PAYMENTS. 

Sec. 11. Payments for deposits of gold bullion at the coinage mints 
and at the assay office in New York will be made in fine bars, coin, 
or by check, as may be desired by the depositor, and at the minor 
assay offices as follows: 

Assay office at Helena, by check on the Assistant Treasurer of the 
United States at Philadelphia and depository bank at Helena, Mont. 

Assay office at Boise, by check on the Assistant Treasurer of the 
United States at New York and depository bank at Boise, Idaho. 

Assay office at St. Louis, by check on the Assistant Treasurer of 
the United States at St. Louis, Mo. 

Assay office at Charlotte, by check on the Assistant Treasurer of the 
United States at New York and depository bank at Charlotte, N. C. 

Assay office at Deadwood, by check on the Assistant Treasurer of 
the United States at Chicago and depository bank at Deadwood, 
S. Dak. 

Assay office at Seattle, Wash., by check on the Assistant Treasurer 
of the United States at New York, Chicago, and San Francisco and 
check on the depository banks at Seattle, Wash. 
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Mint at Carson, in coin or by check on the Assistant Treasurer of 
the United States at New York and San Francisco. 

Art, 6. — Extra charges. 

Sec. 1. Base gold or silver bullion containing one or more of the 
following substances, viz, lead, antimony, bismuth, tin, arsenic, 
or sulphur, in amounts sufficient to make it possible to obtain a 
satisfactory assay, shall, at the discretion of the superintendent, be 
subject to an additional charge equal to the cost to the Government 
for remelting and treatment by the deposit melter. This cost shall 
embrace labor, fuel, and. chemicals, a memorandum of which shall 
be furnished the assayer, who will add the amount as an item in his 
report with the ordinary charges. The report of the ^xtra charges 
shall be made to the assayer by the supervisor of deposits, and when 
there is no such official, then by the head deposit melter. 

Art. 7. — Marmfacture of bars. 

Sec. 1. Unparted, fine, and standard bars may be manufactured 
at the coinage mints and the assay office at New York, and unparted 
bars at all of the institutions. « 

Sec. 2. Fine bars may be approved when they have a fineness of 
0.992 and upward, and no bar of gold or silver of less weight than 
5 ounces shall be issued at any of the mints or assay offices of the 
United States. 

Art. 8. — Purchases of silver hvllion for coinage of subsidiary 

silver coin. 

Sec. 1. When silver bullion is required for the coinage of subsidi- 
ary silver coin, purchases will be made under the provisions of 
section 3526, Eevised Statutes, by the Director of the Mint, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, in lots of not less 
than 10,000 ounces. Notice will be given bullion dealers and the 
mint at which deliveries are to be made. Offers will be received 
by telegram or letter. All bids should be addressed to the Director 
of the Mint, and should state the quantity in fine ounces and the price 
per ounce. Bidders will be notified by telegraph of the acceptance 
or rejection of their offers. 

The right to reject any or all bids is reserved, and also to accept 
any portion of the amount offered. The delivery must be completed 
within ten days after the acceptance of an offer, unless otherwise 
specified. 

Payment will be made by check drawn by the superintendent of 
the mint at which delivery is made on, an assistant treasurer of the 
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United States. Should the bullion delivered upon purchases re- 
quire parting or refining, the charges for those operations shall be 
paid by the seller. When the bars delivered bear the stamp of w^ell- 
known refiners, such approximate value, as, in the discretion of the 
superintendent, may be regarded as safe and proper will be advsjiced 
pending melt and assay. 

Bars improperly manufactured will be subject to a melting charge. 

Sec. 2. The superintendents of the mints at which silver is re- 
quired for coinage will be authorized to purchase lots of less than 
10,000 ounces at a price fixed by the Director of the Mint. 

Sec. 3. Silver contained in gold bullion deposited at the mints and 
assay offices, and silver received in payment of charges on silver bul- 
lions deposited for return in fine bars and in bar fractions, and silver 
contained in deposit melting-room grains will be purchased at a price 
fixed from time to time by the Director of the Mint and treated as 
purchased under the provisions of section 3526, Revised Statutes. 

Sec. 4. The superintendents of the coinage mints are authorized 
to use in the coinage of subsidiary silver, mutilated, worn, or other- 
wise uncurrent United States silver coins, purchased at a rate au- 
thorized from time to time by the Director of the Mint. 

Sec. 5. As early as practicable after delivery of a purchase has 
been completed a statement shall be transmitted by the superintend- 
end to the Director of the Mint, showing the quantity delivered and 
the cost thereof. 

Sec. 6. The superintendents of the coinage mints shall forward 
monthly to the Director of the Mint a statement of the quantity of 
silver delivered on each purchase and the cost of the same ; also, the 
amount of silver contained in uncurrent silver coin and in gold de- 
posits retained for bar fractions and charges. 

Akt. 9. — Allotment of gold and silver coinage. 

Sec. 1. Superintendents of the coinage mints will be instructed 
from time to time by the Director of the Mint as to the denominations 
of gold and subsidiary silver coins to be struck to meet the require- 
ments of the Treasury. In the absence of such instructions, the su- 
perintendent shall operate on such denominations as, in his judg- 
ment, conditions may require. 

Art. 10. — Seigniorage on subsidiary silver coins. 

Sec. 1. As provided by section 3526, Kevised Statutes, the gain 
arising from the coinage of silver bullion purchased, into coins of a 
nominal value, exceeding the cost of the bullion, shall be credited 
monthly to a special fund denominated the " silver profit fund." 
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Sec. 2. The moneys to the credit of the " silver profit fund " shall 
be from time to time deposited in the Treasury of the United States 
as profits on the coinage of subsidiary silver from bullion purchased 
under the provisions of section 3526, Revised Statutes. 

Art. 11. — Bullion and coin accounts. 

Sec. 1. The oflScers in charge of the respective mints and assay 
offices shall render and transmit quarterly to the Director of the 
Mint, for administrative examination and transmission to the Aud- 
itor for the Treasury Department, accounts in standard ounces and 
value of the transactions in bullion and coin, with the abstract sheets 
exhibiting in detail the deposits and purchases of the quarter, the 
charges imposed and the mode of payment, with proper vouchers for 
verification, consisting of original assayer's reports, receipts for de- 
posits and certificates of payment, together with abstracts of all 
deposits and purchases remaining unpaid at the close of the quarter ; 
also, abstracts of deposits and purchases of previous quarters paid 
during the current quarter, with proper vouchers for such payments. 
The superintendents of the coinage mints shall forward with their 
bullion and coin accounts duplicate statements of silver purchases 
and coinage (Form No. 193). The assayers in charge of the assay 
offices at St. Louis, Charlotte, Deadwood, Helena and Boise, shall 
forward with their bullion and coin accounts duplicate detailed state- 
ments of bullion shipped to the mint at Philadelphia for coinage, 
and duplicates of the mint memoranda of the value of each shipment 
as determined and allowed by the mint. Like statements shall be 
furnished with their bullion and coin accounts by the assayers in 
charge of the mint at Carson, Nev., and the assay office at Seattle, 
covering shipments of bullion to the mint at San Francisco for 
coinage. 

At the close of each fiscal year, the same officers shall furnish a 
detailed statement of the shipments of bullion to the mints for coin- 
age during the year, the charges imposed at the assay office, the 
amount allowed by the mint on each shipment, also the charges 
deducted at the mint; and the profit, if any, shall be carried to the 
credit of " Profit and loss," and the net loss, if any, if not excessive 
or unusual shall be debited to the same account. 

Sec. 2. Silver bullion purchased for the subsidiary silver coin- 
age, under the provisions of section 3526, Kevised Statutes, shall be 
kept at its cost value in a separate account from other bullion. 

Sec. 3. Silver bullion deposited at the coinage mints and the assay 
office at New York for return in fine bars, shall be calculated and 
accounted for at the rate per standard ounce fixed from time to time 
by the Director of the Mint for silver contained in gold deposits. 
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Sec. 4. The silver wasted by the operative officers and sold in 
sweeps and the surplusage recovered shall be entered in the accounts 
at the average cost of the silver on hand. 

Sec. 5. The superintendents of the coinage mints and the assay 
office at New York shall forward with their bullion and coin accounts, 
statements showing, in standard ounces only, the amount of gold and 
silver delivered to the melter and refiner and coiner, and the amount 
returned from each officer during the quarter and the balance remain- 
ing in the hands of each at the close of the quarter, the statements to 
be certified to by the melter and refiner and coiner of the respective 

institution^. 

Sec. 6. Deposit melting-room and weigh-room sweepings, residual 
granules, etc., shall be accounted for in the monthly and quarterly 
statements (Form No. 60), and in the bullion accounts by separate 
and distinct entries of the weight and value. 

Sec. 7. All deposits of bullion, including redeposits and shipments 
from mints and assky offices, must invariably be assayed by the receiv- 
ing institution and be taken up and accounted for on the fineness so 
obtained. 

Sec. 8. Within twenty days after the expiration of the quarter, 
the assayer in charge at Boise, Charlotte, Deadwood, Helena, St. 
Louis, and Carson shall prepare and forward to the Director of the 
Mint, for administrative examination and transmission to the Au- 
ditor for the Treasury Department, a consolidated account em- 
bracing all receipts and payments of every character under appro- 
priate headings on Form No. 926, approved by the Comptroller and 
Secretary of the Treasury, July 25, 1906. 

Sec. 9. Within thirty days after the expiration of the quarter, 
the superintendent of the mint at Philadelphia, San Francisco, New 
Orleans, and Denver, and the assay office at New York, shall prepare 
and forward to the Director of the Mint a similar consolidated ac- 
count on Form No. 925, and the assayer in charge at Seattle on 
Form No. 926. 

Art. 12. — Disbursements for salaries^ wages of workmen^ incidental 
and contingent expenses^ refinery expenses^ and special appropria- 
tions. 

Sec. 1. Within ten days after the close of each month the superin- 
tendents of the mints at Philadelphia, New Orleans, Denver, and 
San Francisco, the superintendent of the assay office at New 
York, and the assayers in charge of the mint at Carson and the 
assay offices at Charlotte, St. Louis, Deadwood, Helena, Boise, and 
Seattle shall prepare and forward to the Director of the Mint 
abstracts, to be accompanied by pay rolls and vouchers, showing the 
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amount disbursed by them from the respective appropriations for 
the support of the institutions in their charge during the previous 
month. Pay rolls of and vouchers for supplies purchased for the 
operative departments of the assay office at New York and the mints 
at Philadelphia, New Orleans, San Francisco, and Denver shall be 
approved by the officers. in charge of the same before payment. Pay 
rolls and vouchers for supplies purchased for the assay offices at Char- 
lotte, St. Louis, Deadwood, Helena, Boise, and Seattle, and the mint 
at Carson shall be iBipproved and certified to by the assayer in charge. 

Sec. 2. Salaries of officers and clerks and wages of workmen shall 
be paid semimonthly. The semimonthly pay rolls will not be for- 
warded with the abstracts, but monthly pay rolls shall embrace the 
total amount due for the month. 

Sec. 3. The pay rolls and vouchers forwarded to the Director of 
the Mint monthly shall, after examination, be filed by him with the 
consolidated account current required to be rendered at the close of 
the quarter, on Form 925 for the coinage mints and the assay office 
at New York and on Form 926 for the mint at Carson and the assay 
offices at Charlotte, St. Louis, Deadwood, Helena, Boise^ and Seattle. 

Sec. 4. No advance payments on account of salaries or wages 
shall be made to any officer, clerk, or other employee in excess of the 
amount actually due at the time. 

Sec. 5. The requirements of Department Circular 38, section 4, 
page 4, dated June 17, 1907, relative to the date of transactions, must 
be complied with in rendering consolidated accounts current at the 
close of each quarter. 

Art. 13. — Takmg of coins for annual assay and for special assay and 

accounting for the same. 

Sec. 1. The adjustment of the weight of single pieces of gold and 
silver coin shall be so performed as to satisfy the coiner that they are 
within the legal limits ; and when a delivery of coin is made by that 
officer to the superintendent, the latter must, by the trial separately 
of not less than 5 pieces for each 1,000 pieces embraced in the pro- 
posed delivery, satisfy himself that the coins are within the legal 
limits as to weight. 

Sec, 2. If these trials prove satisfactory, the delivery shall be made, 
and if not satisfactory all the coins shall be weighed separately, and 
such as are not of legal weight shall be defaced and delivered to the 
melter and refiner. 

Sec. 3. After the superintendent's trials are made, and in case they 
prove satisfactory, the assay pieces shall be taken without selection 
or previous weighing, the tiumber in the case of gold coin being 1 for

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each 1,000 pieces or any fractional part of 1,000 pieces delivered and 
in-that of silver coins 1 for each 2,000 pieces or any fractional part of 
2,000 pieces. 

Sec. 4. The whole number of assay pieces, so protected from attri- 
tion without special test of weight, shall, together with a certificate 
(Form 247), signed in good faith by the superintendent and assayer, 
then be sealed up by the superintendent in a large envelope, on which 
shall be ascribed the place of coinage, the date and number of de- 
livery, number and denomination of the pieces inclosed, and the 
amount of the delivery from which taken. 

Sec. 5. The sealed parcels shall be deposited in a pyx designated 
for the purpose at each mint, and which shall be kept under the joint 
care of the superintendent and the assayer and be secured so that 
neither can have access to its contents without the presence of the 
other. 

Sec. 6. The reserved pieces, in their sealed envelopes, from the 
coinage of the mints at San Francisco, New Orleans, and Denver 
shall be transmitted quarterly by express to the mint at Philadelphia, 
where they shall be carefully preserved in a pyx, under the joint 
care of the superintendent and the assayer, for delivery to the annual 
assay commission. 

Sec. 7. Records of these transactions shall be kept at each mint 
in books provided for the purpose, and a statement of the number 
of pieces in the deliveries and of the denomination of the same be 
transmitted monthly and quarterly (Form 125) to the Director of 
the Mint. A quarterly statement shall be forwarded to the superin- 
tendent of the mint at Philadelphia by mail, and a copy shall also 
be inclosed in the box containing the coins. An annual consolidated 
statement shall be forwarded to the Director of the Mint at the close 
of the year. 

Sec. 8. The proceeds of the assay coins shall, after their examina- 
tion by the assay commission, be transferred from the proper accounts 
of the mints to which they belong to the mint at Philadelphia. 

Sec. 9. From the first and two subsequent deliveries in each week of 
gold and silver coins of each denomination of coin delivered by the 
coiner, specimen pieces, two in number, shall be taken, certified, and 
inclosed by the superintendent and assayer in the same manner as 
above prescribed for trial by the annual assay commission, when they 
shall be promptly forwarded to the Director of the Mint by registered 
mail for assay by the assayer of the Bureau of the Mint. 

Sec. 10. The value of the special assay coins shall be returned at 
the end of each six months (June 30 and December 31) to the proper 
mints. 
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Art. 14. — Manufacture and distribution of minor coins. 

Sec. 1. Metals required for the manufacture of minor coins shall 
be purchased by the superintendents of the coinage mints with the 
approval of the Director of the Mint as to price, terms, and quantity, 
after public advertisement, as provided by section 3528, Eevised 
Statutes. 

Sec. 2. Mutilated and uncurrent minor coin will be purchased as 
metal by the superintendents of the coinage mints, when presented 
in lots of not less than 1 pound of each kind, at a price fixed from 
time to time by the Director of the Mint. 

Sec. 3. The superintendent shall deliver the metal so purchased to 
the melter and refiner, who shall be charged by weight with all metal 
received from the superintendent, and he shall convert the metal so 
received into ingots of legal alloy. These he shall deliver to the 
coiner in the presence of the superintendent, the w^eigh clerk taking 
an account of the delivery, and the coiner giving a receipt for the 
same. The deliveries of minor coin ingots and the resulting coins and 
clippings shall be conducted in the same maimer as deliveries of gold 
and silver ingots and. coins. 

Sec. 4. When minor coins are transferred from the Treasurv of the 
United States for recoinage, the superintendent of the mint will 
debit his minor coinage recoinage account with the weight in troy 
ounces and the cost tl^ereof , being the face value of the coins trans- 
ferred, and wilj in like manner credit such account when the coins 
are transferred to the melter and refiner, who shall immediately 
melt and convert the same into ingots of legal alloy as provided in 
section 3 for metal purchased for minor coinage. The melter and 
refiner will keep a separate account of ingots manufactured from 
minor coins melted. 

Sec. 5. The superintendent shall debit his minor coinage metal 
purchase account with the weight in troy ounces and the cost of the 
metals purchased for minor coinage, including prepared planchets 
purchased, and he shall credit that account with the weight in troy 
ounces sind the nominal value of the minor coins received from the 
coiner. 

Sec. 6. At the end of each quarter the superintendent shall credit 
his minor coinage profit fund account with the seigniorage on minor 
coins manufactured during the quarter. The same account shall be 
debited with the expenses of distributing the coin as ordered and 
with the wastage incurred in the minor coinage. The balance to the 
credit of this account shall be deposited in the Treasury of the United 
States at least once a quarter as " profits on minor coinage." 
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Art. 15. — Striking and sale of medals and proof coins at tfie mint 

^ at Philadelphia. 

Sec. 1. Dies of a national character may be executed by the en- 
graver of the mint at Philadelphia, and national and other medals 
struck by the coiner, under such regulations as the superintendent, 
with the approval of the Director of the Mint, may prescribe. 

Sec. 2. Private medal dies shall not be prepared at the mint, but, 
when the regular business of the mint will permit, medals may be 
struck from dies furnished by individuals at a charge sufficient to 
cover the cost of the operation. 

Sec. 3. No proof coins shall be coined, nor dies executed, of such 
denominations of coins as are not coined for general circulation 
during the calendar year. 

Sec. 4. Proof coins shall be furnished for the current calendar 
year only and of such coins as are struck during the year. 

Sec. 5. The price of medals and proof coins, etc., shall be fixed by 
the superintendent of the mint at Philadelphia, with the approval of 
the Director of the Mint. 

Sec. 6. No coin of any kind shall be struck after the year of its 
date, or in any other metal or alloj^ than that in which the coin is 
issued or authorized to be issued, except experimental pieces in copper 
or other soft metal to prove the dies, under the direction of the super- 
intendent. All dated dies shall be defaced at the end of each vear, 
and such impressions as the engraver mav find necessary to take 
while preparing the dies shall be destroyed in the presence of the 
superintendent when the dies are finished. 

Sec. 7. The price of the regular proof sets of gold shall be $38.50 ; 
the proof set of silver and minor coins, $1.50 ; minor coin proof sets, 
8 cents each. Single gold pieces, in proof, will be sold at 25 cents 
each above their intrinsic value. Silver sets will not be separated. 

Sec. 8. The coins of the United States at present authorized to be 
struck are: 

Gold, — Double eagle, eagle, half eagle, quarter eagle. 

Silver. — Half dollar, quarter dollar, dime. 

Copper-nickel. — 5 cents. 

Bronze. — 1 cent. 

Sec. 9. The superintendent shall have the general supervision of 
the manufacture of medals and proof coins and of pattern pieces 
authorized to be struck. All communications relating thereto should 
be addressed to that officer. 

Sec. 10. All dies other than medal and the regular coining dies, 
except when in actual use, shall be in the custody of the engraver, 
who shall also safely keep all models from which experimental dies 
have been prepared. All hubs of the regular coining dies shall re- 
main in the custody of the engraver. 
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Sec. 11. The coiner; shall, on a written order of the superii^tendent, 
prepare all medals required, and shall keep an accurate record of 
those manufactuired, with a description of the metal employed 
therein and the number struck, and in the case of gold and silver 
medals shall furnish the superintendent with duplicate accounts, 
charging the amount of bullion employed and the amount lost in the 
manufacture of the same. He shall also keep an accurate account 
of all medals manufactured, with the amount of bullion contained 
therein and the loss sustained in the manufacture of the same. 

Sec. 12. The melter and refiner shall deliver to the coiner, upon 
the latter's requisition, approved by the superintendent, fine gold 
and silver to be employed in the manufacture of medals, charging 
the coiner with the number of ounces delivered. In the settlement 
of. this account the coiner shall from time to time, as may be con- 
venient, after medals have been manufactured, redeliver to the 
melter and refiner all the fine or other bullion remaining in the 
form of clippings, strips, or ingots, and any deficiency shall be made 
good by the coiner. 

Sec. 13. All medals and proof coins shall be delivered by the 
coiner to the superintendent. The superintendent shall keep an 
accurate account of all the medals sold by him, and also of those 
delivered to him by the coiner, pay for the latter out of the medal 
fund, and receive and give appropriate vouchers for all medals re- 
ceived and sold. He shall render quarterly to, the Bureau of the 
Mint a statement of the sale of medals and proof coins, and pay 
into the Treasury of the United States quarterly or at such other 
times as may be required by the Director of the Mint the profit 
accruing from such sales, reserving, however, a fund sufficient to 
meet the incidental expenses attending the manufacture and sale of 
m*edals. , 

Sec. 14. A detailed statement of the medals and proof coins struck 
and sold each year shall be forwarded at the close thereof to the 
Bureau of the Mint. 

Sec. 15. All experimental and trial pieces shall be struck by the 
engraver from planchets furnished by the coiner upon requisition 
signed by the superintendent for a specific number of pieces. Dated, 
or obverse, dies can not lawfully remain in existence after the year 
of their date. 

Sec. 16. It will be a misdemeanor on the part of any officer or 
employee of the United States Mint, to be followed by dismissal from 
the mint service, and punishable under the coinage laws of the United 
States, to commit one or any of the following acts : 

( 1 ) To strike, either by hand or by machinery, a coin of the United 
States, or a dated pattern piece, or experimental piece after the year 
of its date. 
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(2) To strike from a regular coinage die or dies of the United 
States a piece in any metal or alloy, or of a weight and fineness 
other than prescribed by law for coin of the same denomination, 
except as provided by section 6 of this article. 

(3) To strike, except as provided by section 6 of this article, 
from a coinage die or dies of the United States a piece of stated 
denomination in which the obverse or reverse, or both, shall be other 
than as authorized by law for coin of the same denomination, or in the 
striking of which dies are used other than employed in the regular 
coinage of coin of the same denomination. 

Sec. 17. Experimental pieces of proposed designs or of new coins 
for the official use of the Director of the Mint under section 3510, 
Revised Statutes, and on his written requisition, shall be struck in 
such metal or alloy only and of such weight and fineness as pre- 
scribed by law for coins of the same denomination. Such experi- 
mental pieces will be receipted for by the Director of the Mint, and if 
not adopted for regular coinage during the same year will be defaced 
by him as soon as the use is subserved for which they were struck, 
and forthwith returned to the superintendent, who shall cause them 
to be melted in his presence and that of the melter and refiner, when 
both of these officers shall join in a written statement to that effect, 
which statement, to be sent to the Director of the Mint, shall be 
a voucher to the Director of the Mint, and so put upon record in 
the regular archives of the Bureau of the Mint. Such pieces, if 
adopted for coinage, will be returned by the Director of the Mint and 
receipted for by the superintendent. 

Art. 16. — Dies. 

Sec. 1. The superintendent of the mint at Philadelphia shall, -on 
the requisition of the coiner, supply the last-named officer with nec- 
essary working dies. Superintendents of the other coinage mints 
shall make timely requisition on the Director of the Mint for such 
working dies as may be required at the respective institutions. All 
coinage dies shall be numbered consecutively, and accordingly 
stamped, in the order in which they are prepared by the engraver. 

Sec. 2. The obverse working dies at each mint shall, at the end 
of each calendar year, be defaced and destroyed by the coiner in 
the presence of the superintendent and assayer, and be returned 
to the mint at Philadelphia, and the two last-named officers shall 
transmit to the Director of the Mint a certified list of the dies de- 
faced and destroyed. 

Sec. 3. Reverse dies corresponding to defaced obverse dies returned 
shall also be returned by the superintendent of each mint, without de- 
facement or injury, to the superintendent of the mint at Philp^delphia. 
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Sec. 4. The superintendent of the mint at Philadelphia shall 
cause to be kept by the engrdver of that mint a book showing the 
numbers and description of all coinage dies manufactured; the 
number of the same furnished to the other coinage mints, with sepa- 
rate statements for the obverse and reverse dies; the number of re- 
verse and defaced obverse dies returned from the other coinage 
mints at the end of the calendar year, also with separate statements 
of obverse and reverse dies ; and the disposition in each case of each 
particular die according to its number. 

Sec. 5. A similar book shall be kept by the superintendent of each 
mint, accounting for each and every die received during the calen- 
dar year. When the dies of the previous year have been finally re- 
turned to the mint at Philadelphia, as above prescribed, a tran- 
script of such shall be promptly transmitted to the Director of the 
Mint. 

Sec. 6. The coiner of each mint shall keep a record of the life or 
service of each die used by him, a statement of which shall, at the 
close of the calendar year, be forwarded to the superintendent, who 
will forward the same, with his indorsement, to the Director of the 
Mint. 

Art. 17. — Weights used' at the mints and assay ofjices. 

Sec. 1. The operative officers, in their accounts with the superin- 
tendent, shall be charged and credited with deliveries of bullion or 
coin by weight, and the accounts kept in standard ounces. 

Sec. 2. Troy weights shall be used, and while metric weights are 
by law assigned to the half and quarter dollar and dime, troy 
weights shall continue to be employed, 15.432 grains being consid- 
ered as the equivalent of a gram, agreeably to the act of July 28, 
1866.

Sec. 5. The weight of $1,000 in United States gold coin shall be 
53.75 troy ounces; of $1,000 in standard silver dollars, 859.375 troy 
ounces, and $1,000 in subsidiary silver, 803.75 troy ounces. 

Sec. 6. The weights ordinarily employed in the transaction of 
business at the mints and assay offices shall be regulated at the close 
of each fiscal year, according to the standard set of weights kept for 
that purpose, as follows : At the coinage mints and assay office. New 
York, under the inspection of the superintendents thereof, and at 
the assay offices under the inspection of the respective assayers in 
charge, and certified to the Director of the Mint. 

Sec. 7. These regulations shall not be construed to supersede such 
rules as may be prescribed by the chief officer at each institution for 
adjusting and keeping in proper condition the weights used in the 
ordinary transaction of business. 

Art. 18. — General settlements. 

Sec. 1. At the close of each fiscal year, and at such other times as 
the Director of the Mint may appoint, there shall be an accurate 
settlement of the accounts of the melter and refiner and the coiner 
of the coinage mints, and of the melter and refiner of the assay office 
at New York, at which times the coiner and the melter and refiner 
shall deliver to the superintendent all the coins and bullion (includ- 
ing sweeps credited at assay value) in their possession, accompanied 
with a statement from each officer of the amount and character of 
each kind of bullion (gold, silver, and minor coinage metals) received 
and returned by them, respectively, since the last settlement. 

If their accounts shall be found just, and it shall appear that there 
has been a bona fide waste of the precious metals, the difference 
between the amounts charged and the amounts credited to the melter 
and refiner shall be allowed as wastage, provided the deficiency does 
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not exceed the following limits prescribed in section 3542, Revised 
Statutes, namely:

Sec. 2. In case of a gain by either the melter and refiner or the 
coiner in their operations, the corresponding value shall be credited 
by the superintendent as a profit in his profit and loss account. In 
case of gain by the melter and refiner in his operations, the surplus 
shall be deposited in the Treasury of the United States to the credit 
of the appropriation for " Parting and refining bullion." In case of 
gain by the coiner, the amount shall be deposited in the Treasury 
of the United States as a miscellaneous receipt. 

Sec. 3. Full and accurate statements, showing in detail the classes 
of bullion delivered in settlement and the business of their respective 
departments during the year, shall be prepared and furnished 'by the 
melter and refiner (Form 900) and the coiner (Form 901) to the 
Director of the Mint or his representative at the annual settlement. 
Also statements from the superintendent, showing the amoimt and 
character of the bullion and coin delivered to and received from the 
melter and refiner and the coiner during the year, and statements 
showing in detail the character and description of the moneys and 
bullion in his possession at the close of the fiscal year. 

Sec. 4. At the close of the annual settlement, and at anv other 
time the Director of the Mint may require, there shall be a full and 
accurate count and weighing of the moneys and bullion in the posses- 
sion of the superintendents of the coinage mints and of the assay office 
at New York, for the purpose of ascertaining whether the officer in 
charge has in his possession the amount of public moneys with which 
he stands charged by the Treasury Department. Similar counts and 
examinations of minor assay offices shall be made at such times as may 
be designated by the Director of the Mint. 

Akt. 19. — jSale of sweeps, etc. 

Sec. 1. In the sale of sweeps, by-products, discarded machinery, 
and old material care should be taken to insure competition and ob- 
tain the most advantageous rates for the Government. 



24 BUSINESS AT MINTS AND ASSAY OFFICES. 

Art. 20. — Accounting for wastage and loss on sweeps. 

Sec. 1. The melter and refiner's gold and silver wastage and the 
loss on gold and silver in melter and refiner's sweeps sold shall be 
paid from the appropriation for " Parting and refining bullion " and 
" Incidental and contingent expenses," in proportion to the number 
of ounces of ea(5h metal refined as compared with the number of 
ounces of each metal melted for ingots. 

Sec. 2. The coiner's gold and silver wastage and the loss on gold 
and silver in coiner's sweeps sold shall be paid from the appropria- 
tion for " Incidental and contingent expenses." 

Sec. 3. To prevent a deficiency in the bullion fund, the losses shall 
be reimbursed in the quarter in which they were incurred. 

Art. 21. — Disposition of moneys, arising from charges^ surplus bullion 
recovered, sale of by-products and old material, and assays of bul- 
lion, and from other sources. 

Sec. 1. The value of grains and sweepings from the deposit melting 
room, alloy charges, assays of bullion and ores, surplus bullion re- 
covered by the coiner, profits on medals, and proceeds of sale of old 
material, shall be deposited in the Treasury of the United States 
as miscellaneous receipts, and detailed statements forwarded to the 
Director of the Mint. 

Sec. 2. The charges collected from deposits at the coinage mints 
and the assay office at New York for melting, toughening, parting, 
and refining, and the manufacture of bars, surplus bullion recovered 
by the melter and refiner and by-products sold resulting from parting 
and refining operation^ shall be deposited in the Treasury of the 
United States, to be covered^ into the Treasury to the credit of the 
appropriation for parting and refining bullion, and detailed state- 
ments of the deposits forwarded to the Director of the Mint. 

Sec. 3. The charges collected at the mint at Carson, Nev., and 
the assay ofiices at Helena, Boise, Charlotte, St. Louis, Deadwood, 
and Seattle for melting, assaying, and stamping deposits shall be 
deposited in the Treasury of the United States on the last day of 
each quarter as " charges for melting, assaying, and stamping," and 
the Bureau of the Mint notified. 

Sec. 4. The moneys received from the sale of by-products and old 
material shall be separately deposited in the Treasury of the United 
States immediately upon receipt of the same, and a statement sent 
to the Bureau of the Mint showing the character of the by-product 
or material sold together with the original bids received. The state- 
ment shall also give the date of letter of authority for the sale. All 
funds received for special assays shall be deposited in the Treasury 
of the United States on the last day of each month. A statement 
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in detail of the receipts from such source shall be forwarded to the 
Bureau of the Mint. 

Sec. 5. All other profits and gains, not specifically provided for in 
these regulations shall be deposited in the Treasury of the United 
States upon receipt of the same, and a report shall be forwarded to 
the Bureau of the Mint designating the source or character of the 
gain. 

A JIT. 22. — Accounts of ofjixiers in the coinage mints and a^say office 

at New York. 

Sec. 1. The officers who account with each other are the superin- 
tendent with the melter and refiner, and the superintendent with the 
coiner, and in making transfers of coin, bullion, and clippings these 
officers should either attend in person or be represented. 

SEii. 2. Gold ingots for coinage may legally vary from 0.899 to 
0.901; in practice they should not be passed when they vary more 
than from 0.899,7 to 0.900,3. For assaying gold ingots samples 
should always be cut from the first and last ingot of every melt and 
special samples should be taken as the assayer and the melter and 
refinfer may deem necessary. Assays should always be made in dupli- 
cate, and should agree within two-tenths. A variation of 0.000,3 
shall subject the melt to reassay, and if there is still a disagreement 
the melt shall be returned and remelted for want of mixture. 

Sec. 3. In silver ingots the legal variation is 0.003 (17/^^)5 but in 
practice they should not be passed when they vary more than from 
0.898,5 to 0.^^900,5. 

Sec. 4. The assayer's report of approved ingots and fine bars shall 
be kept on file by the superintendent or the melter and refiner. 

Sec. 5. From time to time the superintendent shall deliver to the 
melter and refiner both gold and silver clippings, entries of which 
shall be made in their respective books. 

Sec. 6. The melter and refiner shall be charged with the standard 
ounces of gold and silver contained in deposits after their fineness 
has been reported by the assayer, and with the actual weight of the 
clippings, which are always presumed to be of standard fineness. 

Sec. 7. From the ingots of fine gold bars prepared by the melter 
and refiner samples shall be taken, for the purpose of assay, from 
the first and last ingot of each melt, or from a small fine gold bar, by 
the assayer, who shall report their fineness, and such ingots or bars as 
are not within the limits shall be reported as condemned, and be re- 
melted by the melter and refiner. 

Sec. 8. The small parcels of bullion employed by the assayer in 
his operations are, in contemplation of law, in the custody of the 
melter and refiner, and must be delivered by the latter officer to the 
superintendent at the annual settlement. 
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Sec. 9. The ingots having been approved, the superintendent, the 
melter and refiner, and the coiner, or their representatives, shall at- 
tend to the weighing, and three accounts shall be taken of the weights 
at the time. It is necessary that the coiner attend, to obviate more 
than one weighing of the ingots, and that the delivery to the superin- 
tendent by the melter and refiner may be made simultaneously by the 
superintendent to the coiner. 

Sec. 10. In weighing gold and silver ingots and bullion the maxi- 
mum weight the scale beam is calculated to bear shall not be exceeded, 
and the largest amount of ingots of the various denominations within 
the limit above mentioned shall be placed upon the scale and accu- 
rately weighed and the account kept by each officer in ounces and hun- 
dredths of an ounce ; the five-hundredths of an ounce being the small- 
est weight used in weighing gold and the one-tenth of an ounce the 
smallest weight used in weighing silver. 

Sec. 11. In all cases of transfer of coin or bullion between the dif- 
ferent officers of the mints and assay offices, the same shall be re- 
corded in appropriate books kept for the purpose, and vouchers stating 
the amount and character of such bullion or coin shall be given and 
received, and the same regulation shall be observed in business trans- 
actions with depositors. 

Art. 23. — Appointments and removals. 

Sec. 1. Excluding excepted positions in the mint and assay service, 
all appointments of clerks, workingmen, and other employees must be 
made from the list of eligibles supplied by the United States Civil 
Service Commission in the manner and according to the i:ules pro- 
vided by the Commission, and all promotions in the service shall bo 
made in accordance with said rules. Selections from the list must be 
made by the head of each department and submitted to the superin- 
tendent fpr acceptance, and when approved by the last-named officer 
all appointments shall be forwarded, in the manner directed by the 
Commission, to the Director of the Mint for revision by the Commis- 
sion and final confirmation by the last-named official. 

Sec. 2, Laborers shall be appointed from the registered list of 
eligibles to be furnished by the Civil Service Commission. 

Sec. 3. When an emergency requires a position to be filled, in the 
absence of an eligible list, the request for certification shall first be 
made to the Civil Service Commission, then such position may be 
temporarily filled by the selection of any suitable person. Such emer- 
gency appointments shall not continue more than thirty days without 
the approval of the Civil Service Commission in writing, and shall 
immediately cease as soon as an eligible list covering the position is 
supplied by the Commission. Notice of temporary appointments 
must be made in the same manner as regular or permanent selections. 
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All changes in the employees, including emergency or temporary 
appointees, must also be reported monthly to the Civil Service 
Commission. 

Sec. 4. Removals, whether for misconduct or other sufficient cause, 
shall be made by the superintendent or assayer in charge, with the 
approval of the Director of the Mint. 

Removals in the operative departments should be made, as a matter 
of practice, on the recommendation of the operative officers, but the 
superintendent or assayer in charge shall have the right to remove any 
person in the institution under his charge, other than persons com- 
missioned by the President, on the approval of the Director of the 
Mint. 

All removals shall be promptly reported to the Director of the 
Mint for his approval, and the reason for the removal stated, and 
when made on the recommendation of an operative officer the letter 
of the operative officer recommending the removal shall be trans- 
mitted to the Director of the Mint. 

If the removal is disapproved by the Director of the Mint the per- 
son concerned shall be promptly reinstated. 

Sec. 5. Promotions, reinstatements, transfers, resignations, and 
deaths shall likewise be immediately reported to the Director of the 
Mint. 

Sec. 6. As nearly as practicable, appointments, transfers, and pro- 
motions shall be made to take effect upon the first day of the subse- 
quent month, and removals, except for insubordination or other 
urgent cause, at the close of the month in which made. 

Sec. 7. Before entering upon duty all persons appointed to a posi- 
tion in any mint or assay office of the United States, whether the 
appointment be permanent or temporary, shall subscribe to an oath 
of office; and in the case of the promotion or reinstatement of an 
employee an oath of office shall likewise be taken and transmitted for 
file in the office of the Director of the Mint. 

Art. 24. — Bonds, 

Sec 1. The bonds required under the provisions of sections 3501 
and 3561, Revised Statutes, shall in all cases be made in favor of the 
United States. The amount of bond required to be given by the 
officers of the mints and assay offices shall be fixed by the Director of 
the Mint, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Sec. 2. The penalty of bonds to be given by the employees shall 
be fixed by the superintendent or assayer in charge, with the approval 
of the Director of the Mint. 

Sec. 3. All bonds must be executed on the forms furnished by the 
Departnumt and shall be forwarded for approval of the Secretary 
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of the Treasury and file with the Auditor for the Treasury Depart- 
ment. , 

Sec. 4. A duly qualified corporate surety company is preferred 
by the Department as surety, but two or more individuals able to 
justify in unencumbered real estate to the amount of double the pen- 
alty of the bond may be accepted. 

. Sec. 5. The act of August 13, 1894, relative to recognizances, stipu- 
lations, bonds, etc., provides that * * * no officer or person hav- 
ing the approval of any bond shall exact that it shall be furnished by 
a guaranty company or any particular guaranty company. 

Art. 25. — Appropriations and expenditures. 

Sec. 1. The estimates of the annual appropriations required shall 
be submitted to the Director of the Mint upon blank forms furnished 
by the Department not later than the first day of October. The esti- 
mates must state, as far as practicable, the items of expenditures con- 
templated and authorized by law and the estimated cost of the vari- 
ous items under the proper headings. 

Sec. 2. Requisitions shall be made monthly for the amount re- 
quired to be advanced from the respective appropriations to meet 
the monthly expenses and forwarded to the Director of the Mint for 
approval. 

Sec. 3. Regular accounts shall be kept at each mint and assay 
office of the expenditures under the head of each appropriation. No 
liabilities shall be incurred or contracted in excess of the appropria- 
tion for each fiscal year. 

Art. 26. — Purchase of supplies. 

Sec. 1. All purchases or contracts for supplies, when public ex- 
igencies do not require immediate delivery of articles, shall be made 
by advertising a sufficient time previously for proposals, and bids 
received must be opened and recorded as provided by sections 3709 
and 3710, Revised Statutes. 

Sec. 2. Before advertising for supplies, written authority for pub- 
lication shall be procured, pursuant to section 3828, Revised Statutes, 
through the Director of the Mint, from the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Sec. 3. The operative officers shall prepare and furnish the super- 
intendent with estimates of various articles and quantities that will 
be required for their respective departments during the period for 
which proposals are invited. The superintendent, from these and 
his own estimates, shall prepare a schedule to be furnished bidders 
of the total quantities of the various supplies required. 

Sec. 4. At the hour named in the advertisement the bids shall be 
opened by the superintendent or assayer in charge, in the presence 
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of the operative officers, and of such bidders as desire to be present. 
Proposals, to receive consideration, must be accoim/anied by samples 
or such description of the articles as shall clearly designate the kind 
and quantity to be delivered. 

Sec. 5. The bids, having been publicly read and registered, shall be 
taken under consideration by the superintendent and operative offi- 
cers, and after examination and comparison by them of the quality, 
quantities, and prices of the articles offered, an award, in duplicate, 
shall be made by the superintendent, attested by one or more of the 
operative officers, to take effect after approval by the Director of 
the Mint and the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Sec. 6. All supplies not obtained by requisition on the Director of 
the Mint shall be purchased by the superintendent (or assayer in 
charge) or upon his order or request, and all articles procured or 
delivered at any mint or assay office shall be accompanied by bills or 
memoranda stating the quantity and price, and before paymtot all 
accounts for supplies shall be examined and certified to by him. 
The delivery of the articles charged therein must also be certified by 
the operative officer for whose department the purchases were made, 
or by the receiving clerk in the absence of such officer. 

Sec. 7. Regular accounts shall be kept of all supplies purchased 
and issued, which accounts must show for what purpose and in what 
department the articles issued were used. 

Sec. 8. Payment for supplies and other demands shall be. made in 
the manner prescribed from time to time by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Sec. 9. For other than usual expenditures and for expenditures 
under contracts previous 'authority shall be obtained from the Di- 
rector of the Mint as to the article, price, and quantity, on a state- 
ment of the necessity of incurring the expense. 

Sec. 10. Vouchers for articles purchased under annual contracts 
shall be certified as so purchased. 

Sec. 11. When a public exigency necessitates the purchase of 
articles not contracted for, a certificate to that effect shall accompany 
vouchers for such purchases.* In such cases only minimum quantities 
shall be ordered. 

Sec. 12. At each of the mints and assay offices there shall be kept 
an invoice book, in which the original invoices shall be transcribed. 
Such entries shall include all bills of whatever kind. In addition, 
there shall be kept ledger accounts with all persons furnishing mate- 
rial and supplies,. which shall show date, the character of the pur- 
chases, and payments therefor. 

Sec. 13. An order book shall be kept, in which shall be entered, in 
the same manner, all orders for supplies of whatever kind and of 
whatever quantity. The order book should be paged, with a margin 
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for an entry corresponding to the order, so that when desired the 
order itself can b^ef t with the deafer. 

Sec. 14. Supplies shall not be purchased directly or indirectly from 
persons connected with the mint service. 

Sec. 15. Supplies in store shall be delivered to the officer in charge 
of each department only upon his written requisition, subject to 
approval by the superintendent. 

Art. 21: — Stationery^ printing^ mid binding. 

Sec. 1. Section 3786, Revised Statutes of the United States, pro- 
vides that all printing, binding, and blank books for ♦ * * the 
executive and judicial departments shall be done at the Govern- 
ment Printing Office, except in cases otherwise provided by law. 

Sec. 2. Blank forms and blank books for use in the several mints 
and assay offices shall be obtained through the Bureau of the Mint, 
upon semiannual requisitions, April 1 and October 1 of each year, 
from the Government Printing Office. 

Sec. B. Samples of all blank forms must be forwarded with the 
requisition, on each of which should be stated the number required^ 
the form number, the standard size, the kind of paper, the color of 
ink, copyable or otherwise, and the nature of ruling. Samples of all 
record books must be forwarded with the requisition, and should 
state on each sample submitted the number of books required, the 
form number, the standard size, kind of paper (tinted or otherwise), 
the color of ink, the number of leaves (two pages equal one leaf), 
the style of binding, the nature of ruling, and the back title. The 
mutilation of record books is positively prohibited. Sample sheets 
are provided with each book for future requisitions. 

Sec. 4. Information in detail required by the Public Printer is set 
forth in circulars issued from time to time by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. A strict compliance with the terms of the circulars must be 
observed. 

Sec. 5. Requisitions for stationery should be made semiannually 
and forwarded to the Director of the Mint on requisition forms 
(Form No. 549) provided for that purpose. 

Art. 28. — Laboratory of the Bureau of the Mint, 

Sec. 1. The assayer in charge of the laboratory of the Bureau of 
the Mint shall test the coins reserved at the coinage mints for 
special assay and forwarded to the Bureau of the Mint, and shall 
determine whether they conform in weight and fineness to the re- 
quirements of law. 

Sec. 2. He shall make a report to the Director of the Mint of the^ 
result of the examination of such coins, which report shall be trans- 
mitted to the superintendent of the coinage mint to which it relates. 
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Sec. 3. He is also authorized to make examinations for the Treasury 
Department of coins and materials submitted to him for the purpose 
of preventing and detecting counterfeiting of United States coins. 

Sec. 4. He shall also make any special assays and any si>ecial 
metallurgical, chemical, or physickl investigations required by the 
Director of the Mint, and perform such other duties as may be as- 
signed to him by the Dii'ector of the Mint. 

Art. 29. — General regulations relative to mints and' assay oifices. 

Sec. 1. Each officer is required to give his personal attention 
and supervision to the business of his department during business 
hours, except he be necessarily absent, in which case he shall be rep- 
resented by an assistant or deputy, where such assistant or deputy 
has been or may be properly authorized, such oiBcer being responsi- 
ble for the acts of his assistant or representative. 

Sec. 2. The mints and assay offices shall be open to the public 
for the transaction of business from 9 o'clock a. m. to 4 p. m., and 
between those hours and for such earlier or later periods as the 
superintendent or assayer in charge may require the officers, assist- 
ants, and clerks shall be in attendance on their respective duties. 

Sec. 3. The regular hours of labor for workmen and employees 
in the operative rooms shall be from 8 o'clock a. m. to 4 p. m., with 
one-half hour intermission at noon; but the superintendent or as- 
sayer in charge may require extra labor in the operations of any 
department, or of any officer, assistant, clerk, or employee, when- 
ever necessary on account of the business of the mint or assay 
office, but for all such overwork, or when more than eight hours' 
labor is performed, extra pay shall be allowed at the rate of one- 
eighth of a day's wages per hour, except in the case of salaried 
officers, assistants, and clerks. 

Sec. 4. The nimiber of workmen employed shall be regulated by 
the amount of work to be performed, a due regard being had to 
economy and the public service. 

Sec. 5. Compensation for Sunday shall not be allowed except to 
per-diem employees performing actual and necessary services on that 
day. In such cases, as well as on days that the institution is legally 
closed, the rate of compensation allowed employees necessarily em- 
ployed shall not exceed the rate of compensation paid them for 
regular working days. 

Sec. 6. Employees and clerks shall not be allowed to visit rooms 
or departments in which they are not employed, except when neces- 
sary in the transaction of business. 

Sec. 7. All persons connected with the mints and assay offices shall 
be required to enter and depart through the main entrance, and the 
same rule shall be observed by visitors.

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Sec. 8. The superintendent or assayer in charge shall devise such 
mode of securing the safety of the moneys, bullion, and property, 
and the premises of the building of which he has charge,' as he may 
deem necessary, and to this end he shall see that the watchmen, mes- 
sengers, doorkeepers, etc., have prescribed rounds of patrol, and that a 
proper and careful examination is made daily, to be sure that the fasten- 
ings are secure, the fires safe, and no one concealed in the building. 

Sec. 9. The watchmen shall be furnished with firearms and other 
weapons, kept in constant readiness for immediate use. 

Sec, 10. During the working hours none of the employees shall 
leave the institution without permission, and it shall be the duty of 
the foreman to report any absence. 

Sec. 11. On the recommendation of the operative oflBicer in whose 
department they are employed, and at the discretion of the superin- 
tendent or the assayer in charge, leave of absence not to exceed thirty 
days in any calendar year may be allowed employees when their 
services can be spared without additional expense to the Govern- 
ment. Absence over this allowance, whether authorized or unau- 
thorized, except in case of sickness and actual incapacity to labor, 
shall be without pay, unless extension of annual leave is granted by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, application for which must be made 
upon the blank forms provided by the Department. Absence with- 
out leave shall be a cause of suspension or dismissal. 

Sec. 12. Applications for leave of absence shall be made in writ- 
ing to the officer in whose department the applicant is employed, and 
if approved by him shall be presented to the superintendent (or 
assayer in charge) for his action thereon. 

No substitute shall be employed in place of an employee absent on 
leave. 

Sec. 13. One-half hour shall be allowed for dinner, which may 
be brought to the building by the employees, but if sent to them must 
be received and distributed by the messengers and doorkeepers. 

Sec. 14. The workmen shall not pass from the rooms in which they 
are employed into those appropriated for other operations. 

Sec. 15. Smoking, the use of intoxicating liquors or beverages, and 
carrying or leaving friction matches in the clothes of workmen and 
others shall not be allowed. 

Sec. 16. A time book shall be kept by each officer of the daily 
attefidance of each workman employed in his department, and a 
summary of the same reported at the end of each month to the 
superintendent or assayer in charge. 

Sec. 17. The principal officer of each department of business shall 
report to the superintendent or assayer in charge any instance of 
neglect of duty or want of fidelity in any of the persons employed in 
his department, and also make a like report if he has reason to suspect 
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the integrity of any person employed; This information shall be 
communicated to the officer as soon as it comes to his knowledge. 

Sec. 18. The mints and assay offices shall not be closed without 
authority from the Secretary of the Treasury (Sundays excepted) at 
other times than January 1, February 22, Memorial Day (i. e., May 
30), July 4, Labor Day (first Monday in September), December 25 — 
or when these holidays fall on Sunday, the succeeding day— and the 
day designated by the President to be Thanksgiving Day. 

Sec. 19. On the occasion of obsequies of public men no expendi- 
ture shall be incurred in the draping of public buildings. 

Sec. 20. The mechanical preparation or pulverizing of ores and 
other minerals, mattes, and slags, shall be done upon the premises 
of the mints and assay offices only when a part of the technical proc- 
esses of these institutions, and in the course of their regular business. 

No assaying or chemical work in a private capacity shall be per- 
formed by the officers of the United States mints or assay offices on 
the premises of these institutions. No professional cards and certifi- 
cates of assay or analysis shall be given with official captions or sig- 
natures, and no professional signs shall be displayed on the premises. 

Sec 21. Communications should be made by telegraph or long dis- 
tance telephone only in case of urgent necessity. 

CJopies of all telegrams shall be kept by the superintendent or as- 
sayer in charge and retained as vouchers for telegraph charges. 

Sec. 22. All business between the Bureau of the Mint and the sev- 
ei-al institutions under its jurisdiction shall be made a matter of 
record. Whatever business may be transacted verbally at the insti- 
tutions themselves on occasions of personal visits by the Director of 
the Mint, or by officers detailed by the Bureau of the Mint, shall not 
be considered complete until confirmed by letter in the regular course 
of official communication. All communications to the Department 
shall be properly folded and briefed. (Department circular No. 63, 
dated May 15, 1905.) 

The same rule shall be observed whenever the business is verbally 
transacted at the Bureau of the Mint by officers of the several mints 
and assay offices. 

Sec 23. No profit shall accrue to any officer, clerk, or workman of 
any mint or assay office by reason of the legitimate operations thereof, 
and no private or extra official work shall be done therein, with or 
without compensation or reward, by any such officer, clerk, or work- 
man. A violation of this rule shall be cause for dismissal. 

Sec 24. The coiner shall prepare and present to the superintendent 
to be forwarded to the Director of the Mint at the end of each month 
a statement exhibiting the apparent loss or wastage in each of the 
operations of his department, as follows : 

I. Loss, if any, in rolling and annealing. 
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II. Loss in cutting. 

III. Loss in adjusting, assorting, and milling. 

IV. Loss in cleaning and whitening.

The work of the mechanical department shall be charged up to the 
several departments in which performed. 

At the assay offices the division shall be as follows: Assayer's de- 
partment, melter's department. 

Classified statements of these accounts shall be rendered to the Bu- 
reau of the Mint within thirty days after the close of each fiscal year. 

Sec. 27. A monthly statement of the cost of operations of the coin- 
age mints shall be rendered to the Director of the Mint at the close of 
each month. This statement shall embrace every expense, which 
shall be distributed so as to properly show the actual cost of coinage 
in each department, with a recapitulation of the expenditures giving 
the cost per ounce and cost per 1,000 pieces of each denomination 
operated upon, and also the average cost per ounce a^d per 1,000 
pieces for the fiscal year. 

Sec. 28. All struck coins of every denomination remaining unde- 
livered in the possession of the Coiner at the close of a calendar year 
must be condemned and destroyed before the beginning of the new 
year, and the same returned to the Superintendent with clippings or 
other condemned metal in the usual course of business. 

Art. 30. — Vaults. 

Sec. 1. No person shall be allowed alone in the vaults where bul- 
lion or coin is stored, and there shall always be two or more persons 
present when bullion or coin is being placed in or removed from the 
vaults. There shall always be two or more persons present when 
bullion is being received and transferred from one department to 
another. There shall be two combinations on each vault where 
bullion or coin is placed, the combination on the outside door to be 
known only by one person and on the inside door by another person. 
The combinations, when set by the employees charged with the 
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custody of the vaults, shall be placed in sealed envelopes and deliv- 
ered to the superintendent or the assayer in charge, as may be.

The assayer shall receive and give receipts for all metals 
which may lawfully be brought to the Mint to be coined; 
shall assay all sucn of them as may require it, and shall 
deliver them to the chief coiner to be coined. The chief 
coiner shall cause to be coined all metals which shall be re- 
ceived by him for that purpose, according to such regula- 
tions as shall be prescribed by this or any future law. The 
engraver shall sink and prepare the necessary dies for such 
coinage, with the proper oevices and inscriptions, but it 
shall be lawful for the functions and duties of chief cqiner 
and engraver to be performed by one person. The treas- 
urer shall receive from the chief coiner all the coins which 
shall have been struck, and shall pay or deliver them to 
the persons respectively to whom the same ought to be paid 
or (felivered: he shall morever receive and safely keep all 
monies which shall be for the use, maintenance and support 
of the Mint, and shall disburse the same upon warrants 
ttigned by the Director. 

Sec. 4. Andhe it further enacted. That every officer and 
clerk of the said Mint shall, before he enters upon the exe- 
cution of his office, take an oath or affirmation before some 
judge of the United States faithfully and diligently to per- 
form the duties thereof.

May 8, 1792.
